The action is requested, the gov­ 
ernment says, as a result of - "an 
orgy of speculation,” which has driv­ 
en up the price of sugar to th© con­ 
sumer, and which (luring 
February 
enriched the pocketbooks of brokers 
$900,000. A "conspiracy In re­ 
straint of trade aLd commerce,” is th© 
cl.arge and officials of the exchange 
and of the New York coffee and sug­ 
ar clearing house association against 
which the injunction would be diect- 
ed jointly with the exchange, 
are 
asked to appear in court and answer 
the government’s allegations. 
The court was advised In the bill 
that the exchange and the clearing 
house association serve no legitimate 
or useful purpose In the marketing 
In Interestate and foreign commerce 
of raw and refined sugar, but "exist 
only as a means of contracting and 
speculation.”

William Miller, negro, convicted in 
Montgomery County in May, 1917, of 
•irder in the second degree and sen 
enced for fifteen years. 
He Is pa- 
oled to James W. Gill of Montgom­ 
ery City, Mo. 
Bud Cochran, negro, convicted of 
murder in the first degree In Greene 
County, May, 1905, and sentenced for 
life. His term Is commuted to ex­ 
pire August 23, next, at which time 
he will have served eighteen years, 
with the record of having 
served 
two short sentences of two 
years 
each previously, one for felonious as­ 
sault and the other for grand larc­ 
eny. The Board based its recommen 
datlon for Cochran solely on his long 
prison record, his good conduct and 
industry.

joints It is an excellent ground cover. 
It is particularly effective in beds of 
a solid color, such as the intense 
scarlet of the variety Defiance, the 
rich purple shades, and the beautiful 
pink Mayflower. 
Nearly all of the 
newer types have the ground color 
handsomely set off by.a white eye. 
In addition to its usefulness and 
beauty as a bedding plant the ver­ 
bena gives beautiful material 
for 


factor in its favor, 
look like tiny sticks, should be given 
an early start. 
It is rather slow of 
germination and the young plants 
should not be expected to appear for 
at least two weeks. The seed leaves 
are narrow and pointed, and 
once 
seen will be easily recognized. 
The verbena blooms steadily until 
hard freezing weather, as it stands 
considerable frost in the open.

OUR “POLITICAL GUARDS.” 


Senator Borah has been preaching oír 
the subject of politics and has been ex­ 
pressing, in his usual forceful way, some 
strong sentiments. 
“Party 
lead ers/’ 
he 
says, “seem confused. 
The rank and file 
are distrustful. 
And yet the people are 
deeply and profoundly interested in public 
questions and eager for information upon 
all political problems. In my opinion w hat 
we really lack is not capacity, not intellec­ 
tual understanding of the task, but a w ant 
of faith, apparently, in the willingness of 
the electorate to follow a bold and deter­ 
mined p ro g ram /’ 
. These words are 
hailed 
by the Phila­ 
delphia Record as revealing “the funda­ 
mental difficulty in politics” today. 
Says 
the Record: 
“Cowardice, rank cowardice, is the 
voice of the great majority of men in 
politics. 
They are without convic­ 
tions; they are only anxious to please 
the voters, and they do not know just 
w hat the voters want. As a result they 
are wavering and uncertain and the 
easy prey of factions th at know what 
they want and 
are 
willing to take 
- their chances on it, and who tell the 
men in congress and the legislatures, 
and those who want to get there, what 
u they think the people want, or, more 
accurately, what they want the people 
to w ant.” 
This is a pretty accurate picture, so far 
is concerns national affairs, and it is a de­ 
pressing one. 
But neither Mr. Borah nor 
he Record ought to

‘want of faith” and what the Record 
tails the “rank cowardice” of most public 
nen.

Sywardice and who was full of “ faith in the 
rillingness of the electorate to follow a 
K)ld and determ ined program ’^w as Wood- 
ow Wilson. 
Refusing to heed the tempt- 
ags of expediency, rejecting the warnings 
f those advisers who were without convic- 
ioos and sought only to please the voters, 
e s u b m i t t e d to the electorate a great pro- 
osal which would 
have 
m eant civiliza- 
lon’s longest step 
forw ard 
in centuries, 
irainst him were arrayed the time-servers, 
heSchemers, the leaders who were anxious 
frly to please the voters. The result of the 
on teat is fam iliar to us all. 
The elector- 
te* by an overw helm ing majority, decided 
i favor of the time-servers. 
A T er that demonstration of what may 


happen to a leader of exactly the sort that 
Mr. Borah is calling for today, is it surpris­ 
ing that most public men are, as the Phila­ 
delphia Record puts it, political cowards, 
lacking convictions, exceedingly anxious to 
find out w hat the public wants? 
That was 
an inevitable effect of the 
1920 
election 
and one of its most lamentable effects. 
It 
will be a long time before we get over it. 


MR. WILSON'S MESSAGE. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


The brief utterance of former President 
Wilson approving the unconditional adhe­ 
sion of the United States in the world court 
and suggesting that it would be more con­ 
sistent with the fame of the United States 
to become a member of the League of Na­ 
tions and share with 
the other members 
the full responsibility which the covenant 
involves has raised a storm of controversy, 
some of it bitter, against Mr. Wilson. 
It was to be expected that Mr. Wilson 
would favor our participation in the world 
court. 
It is natural that he would favor 
unconditional 
adhesion. 
His 
position is 
not only consistent with his entire record, 
but it is logical and sound. 
His suggestion 
that the United States enter the League of 
Nations and share full responsibility is in 
accord with reason and sound policy and 
with American policy and tradition. 
It is 
in accord with the best thought of the best 
minds of both parties. 
We believe it is in 
accord with the intelligent sentiment of the 
people, regardless of party affiliations. We 
know that this course alone would satisfy 
American honor and standards of conduct 
and would meet the problems which con­ 
front us on account of world conditions. 
The conditions attached to the plan of 
the administration ar^ gestures of subserv­ 
ience to partisan and personal prejudices 
and ambitions and have no relation to right 
principle and policy. 
The careful avoid­ 
ance of any intention of participating in 
the highest degree in the League of Na­ 
tions and of giving it the suggestion of rec­ 
ognition represents submission to the worst, 
not the best, public sentiment. 
It is an ef­ 
fort to temper right with the worst spirit of 
partisanship. 
Certainly the world court is not contrary 
to republican policy. Elihu Root, the most 
eminent living republican, helped to frame 
it and the plan of a world court has receiv­ 
ed the adhesion and earnest advocacy of 
all the greatest statesmen in the republican 
party. 
The League of Nations 
has been 
supported by eminent leaders of the repub­ 
lican party and some sort of association of 
nations to maintain peace was approved by 
the party organization in the presidential 
campaign. 
Mr. Harding advocated it and 
the people were 
assured 
by republican 
leaders that the only way to get a peace 
league was to elect Mr. Harding and a re­ 
publican congress. 
Base partisanship cannot go further than 
to insist upon scrapping all plans for the 
United States to enter an established inter­ 
national court because it was set up by a 
League of Nations which Mr. Wilson had a 
hand in framing and to avoid all participa­ 
tion in an international league to maintain 
peace because the leader of the opposition 
party took a leading part in devising it. 
In urging our adhesion to 
the 
world 
court Mr. Wilson is cooperating with Presi­ 
dent Harding. He is helping the campaign 
Mr. Harding is pressing 
within 
his own 
party. If Mr. Harding would go further on 
his side 
and 
urge 
participation 
in the 
League of Nations, which it is reported he 
is contemplating, we might get the ques­ 
tion of our cooperation divorced from par­ 
tisan politics, as it should be. 
W e might 
get our policy with regard to world recon­ 
struction and peace determined by reason, 
enlightened self-interest and humanity in­ 
stead of by partisan prejudice and personal 
animosities and vanities. The crisis we con­ 
front is not only a crisis in civilization, but 
in American policy and American welfare.

A bench warrant for the arrest of 
Ross, who is at liberty, will be issued 
today. 
It was suggested yesterday 
that Ross’ absence might be due to a 
desire to see what form of 
indict­ 
ment, if any, the jury would return 
against him, and that now that the 
matter has been decided 
that 
he 
would surrender himself and give 
bond. 
William R. Gilbert, 
attorney 
in 
charge of arranging a $25,000 bond 
for Ross, said 
last night 
that he 
could set no definite date when Ross 
will be surrendered, 
although 
he 
indicated that the bond virtually has 
been assured. 
It is not unlikely that Ross 
will 
keep out of sight until he finds out 
whether the grand jury votes any ad­ 
ditional indictments against him, or 
whether the voting of additional in­ 
dictments will tend to produce an 
increase in the size of the bond after 
he surrenders. 
Where Ross is in hiding apparent­ 
ly Is as much a mystery to the police 
as It is to the general public. 
The 
police have not turned up a single 
cle 
as to his whereabouts. Appar­ 
ently only 
attorneys representing 
Ross in the arrangements for

bond know his whereabouts.

is still missing. 
The first case called was a crira- 
fcial charge and when, after being 
called 
three 
times by the 
sheriff 
Burns did not appear, his bond of 
$500 furnished by T. D. Woodward 
was ordered forfeited. 
The second and 
third 
contempt 
, cases were next taken up, and evi­ 
dence heard, as it is not necessary 
in a hearing of this kind to have the 
defendant presen. 
Burns* former at­ 
torney W. D. O’Bannon 
was 
also 
called by the sheriff, at the request 
of the prosectuing attorney, and noti­ 
fied that the hearings were to be 
held, but he replied that he was no 
longer representing Burns. 
After hearing the evidence In the 
second contempt case the court ren­ 
dered judgment against the defend­ 
ant as in the first contempt case held 
last Monday, $800 fine 
and eight 
months in the county jail. The third 
contempt case was continued as Of­ 
ficer Quint, 
one 
of the witnesses, 
who was to have testified concerning 
the raid in which he took part, was in 
Versailles today. 
In the contempt 
cases the defendant was not required 
to furnish bonds.

George Rector, who led the raid on 
the Burns place, J. A. Stamper and

grand jury they asked him if he had 
a key to the Burns place.

replied that he did they asked if he 
could take anyon 
in with him.

stated that he had, according to the 
testimony, and when two members 
of the jury asked if he would take 
them out there, he replied that he 
would if they would pay their taxi 
fare out and back. 
On entering the 
building, both testified, they passed 
through the front room, which was 
formerly a saloon, and went to the 
rear part where they 
stated they 
found three men sitting at a table 
with cards on the table, and 
two 
glasses containing a liquid, which in 
their opinion was whisky. There was 
also money on the table, they testi­ 
fied, $140 in one pile, $13 in another, 
and $5 in the center of the table. 
They took the names of the parties 
at the table, they stated, and while 
k they were doing so, some one in the 
building emptied the liquid, thought 
to be whisky, out of the glasses.

permits 
ready conversation by telephone or 
other communicating 
devices, 
has 
been perfected by the army chemical 
warfare service. 
Announcement of 
the invention, made 
today by the 
war department, says the new mask 
has been thoroughly 
tested by the 
army and navy and has been found 
to meet all conditions. 
A peace time value of the mask is 
recognized as an important consid­ 
eration in connection with the inven­ 
tion and it has been made so com­ 
fortable that men may keep it on for 
days and even play baseball, dance 
or sleep while wearing it without 
suffering. 
The satchel of the mask fits undet 
the left arm, giving a distinct ad 
vantage over all types by making 
it possible for the soldier or miner 
wearing it to crawl on his stomach 
without being handicapped. 
It con­ 
tains chemicals giving absolute pro­ 
tection against amonta and carbon 
monoxide gas, both of which are en­ 
countered often with deadly results 
by industrial workers particularly in 
mines. 
The speaking device of first im­ 
portance from a military standpoint, 
includes a diaphram set in the front 
of the mask which vibrates with the 
voice of the wearer in a way similar 
to that of the disc in the transmitter 
of a telephone. The statement says: 
“The new mask will soon be furnish­ 
ed to the navy to equip its entire per­ 
sonnel.”

He said that he was 
leaten while spraddled across a log, 
and that even after his “hands and 
feet were about rotted and I was so 
weak I couid hardly wabble around, 
h beat me .ust the same, kicked and 
st.uck me with his fist.'* 
White charged in his document Sen 
ator Knabb sent for him some time 
after the state pnson inspector had 
seen his condition at the camp, and

home 
where he was kept, he asserted, in 
the hope that he would flee before 
h’ i condition could be noted.

April 17.—The 
security of government depends up­ 
on the manner in which the individ­ 
ual citizen fulfills his obligations to 
the state, Herbert S. Hadley, former 
Governor of Missouri, declares in an 
article 
published 
in 
the “New 
Federalist,” an organ of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association established to 
“revitalize the idea of the Constitu- 
I Hon and 
the fundamental 
princi­ 
ples.” 
The individual citizen may be dis­ 
satisfied or disappointed, or perhaps 
simply indifferent as to his part in 
the general plan of our political sys­ 
tem,” Mr. Hadley writes, “but what­ 
ever may be his attitude, it is upon 
the realization of his powers and the 
performance of his duties that the 
security of our government must de­ 
pend. 
The strength of our institu­ 
tions must be measired by the man­ 
ner in which the individual citizen 
performs his duty to the state. 
I 
make these statements in full real­ 
ization that our system of govern­ 
ment is ungoing a vigorous, though 
sometimes an insidious, attack 
by 
those who deny the correctness in 
theory and the success In practice of 
our 
representative democracy. 
In 
the many reactions which we have 
suffered since the war which was to 
make the world safe for democracy, 
there is none more surprising than 
the doubt that has come 
into 
the 
minds of many thoughtful peoples as 
to whether democracy is or can be 
a safe and effective form of govern­ 
ment for the world.” 
To many citizens, Mr. Hadley as­ 
serts, comes a sense of inability to 
influence government. 
“They come to feel that it does not 
make any difference whether they 
vote at the primary and election,” he 
continues, “as there are 
powerful 
but invisible influences in control of 
official affairs which will, after all, 
be unaffected by anything they may 
do or say. 
“The facts show that there Is un­ 
questionably 
a dangerously 
large 
number of people who do feel this 
way about their civic duties; and 
wh^n we consider the number enti­ 
tled to vote who do not vote at the 
primary or election, the problem of 
the indifferent citizen is by no means 
an unimportant one. 
In the last na­ 
tional election there were more than 
54.900.000 people entitled to 
vote, 
while only a few more than 26,000,- 
000, or less than one-half those of 
voting age, cast a ballot.” 
Mr. Hadley declared that appre­ 
ciation of the responsibilty of voting 
in the primary elections increases 
the probability of truly 
representa­ 
tive government.

the wisdom of pressing for a fight 
to the finish, says a Dublin dispatch 
td the Times. 
“The free state has some twelve or 
fifteen thousand 
prisoners 
in its 
jails,” the correspondent writes, “and 
the problem of their future is becom­ 
ing acute. If the government Insists 
upon a Carthaginian peace these men 
will come out of the prisons cowed 
for the moment, but sullen and re­ 
sentful at what they consider a peace 
of vengeance. 
“More seeds of bitterness will be 
sown and the spirit of revenge will 
be kept alive by tliq women. 
Thus 
the children will groW up, as in the 
past, with a spirit of hatred for the 
existing institutions bred in their 
bones. 
“There is a growing feeling that De 
Valera should, if possible, be given a 
chance to save his face.” 
As an indication of the preva’ling 
feeling, the correspondent quotes the 
Irish Times as advocating a confer­ 
ence between a government repre­ 
sentative and the republicans with a 
neutral chairman. It suggests Mon- 
signor Luzio for this post. 
The newspaper 
admits 
that the 
idea may not be pleasing to the gov­ 
ernment, but says a conference Is 
the only alternative to the continu­ 
ation of the fighting until the extrem­ 
ists have been uttterly crushed.

urges that the government could not 
be endangered by such a conference, 
which might bring a “safe” peace— 
the only peace the nation can afford 
to accept. 


Suggest State Board o f 
Education Having 
Six Members.

JEFERSON CITY, Mo., April 17.— 
Postponing temporarily the proposed 
cloture rules to limit 
debate 
and 
speed up work, the constitutional con 
vention today took up in committee 
of the whole the report o fthe com­ 
mittee on education, of w'hich Mrs. 
W. W. Martin, of Cape Girardeau is 
chairman. 
The report was 
made 
prior to the recess of the convention 
on December 15, 1922. 
Mrs. Martin, speaking on the edu­ 
cational report, told of the proposed 
changes and said that in her opin­ 
ion the people of the state should not 
be bound by the constitution in edu­ 
cational matters. She declared that 
the county unit form of education 
would be ultimately reached in Mis­ 
souri, and told of the state’s duty to 
the public in regard to education. 
Some of the changes in the pres­ 
ent laws pertaining to education pro­ 
posed by the report are: 
Providing that no less than one 
third of all state revenue go to the 
public schools in lieu of the present 
one fourth limit. 
Providing for a state board of ed­ 
ucation of six members in lieu of the 
present ex-offlcio board composed of 
the state superintendent of schools, 
the governor, secretary of state and 
attorney general. 
Empowering the 
proposed 
stat« 
board of education to appoint a com* 
missioner of education to take 
the 
place of the state superintendent of 
schools elected by the people 
and 
giving the board power to remove 
the commissioner. 
Providing a six 
months 
school 
year in each district instead of the 
present four months period and en> 
powering the general assembly to 
provide for such deficiency.
